Some teams at the school have the benefit of attracting an abundance of athletes 
for their respective sport. Compiled of only five athletes, however, the boys cross country 
team does not share that privilege. Due to the graduation of three seniors, the 2017 team 
was in danger of not being able to compete in meets. With the return of the four 
underclassmen from last year's team as well as one freshman, the team competed in all but 
three meets as a full team, and they endured quite the journey along the way. 

The team begins training in June, and they start competing in August throughout 
the entirety of October with meets every Saturday. The boys team was relatively 
competitive throughout the whole season despite the small lineup. Placing in the top 10 in 
five invitationals is a successful feat by anyone's standards. Couple this with a season 
replete with personal record runs from all runners at all points of the season, and small 
numbers no longer matter. 

2017 was a historic season for HC cross country as senior Kevin Paszko qualified 
for the state meet for the second consecutive year. In addition to qualifying for state, 
Paszko also cemented himself on the dandy dozen, the list of the top twelve fastest times 
in Hanover history, at the number two spot with a 15:54 clocking at the Rensselaer 
Invitational.
